FACTS ABrfVT MONET. 


Why II Hoes Not Remain In Circula- 


tion. 


EDITOR JOURNAL: A great many peo- 


ple are mystified at the. peculiar antics 
of tho mone> supply in the United 
Stales, and wonder why it does not cir- 
culate more freely. They read the re- 
pot t of the Director of the Mint, who 
place? the auount in circulation now 
as much larger than it was fifteen years 
ago, but when the people examine their 
pockfctbooVs they doubt the correctness 
of the Director's report. 


Mr. Editor, the people are right in 


doubling the accuracy of the report of 
the Treasury officials about the money 
supply of this country, for there is 
hardly a person in the United States 
who bas studied the money question 
carefully but knows that these reports 
are exceedingly erroneous. Most au- 
thorities on finance place the amount 
of gold coin in the United States at 
from flOO,000,000 to $200,000,000 less 
than the amount reported by the 
Treasury officials. In addition to this 
the paper cui rency is known to be no- 
toriously short of the amount reported. 
No deductions are made for the im- 
mense loss sustained from $ra and 
other elements of destruction 
After 


making a fair allowance for loss in the 
various ways that the Treasury offi- 
cials have no official account of, it will 
make the true amount of money in the 
United States at least $300,000,000 less 
than the amount reported by the Di- 
rector of the Mint. 


Now, let UH see if this reduced amount 


of money is really in circulation. We 
have what are called money centers* 
which bold the bulk of the money of 
this country. Why does the money 
gravitate to these centers? The an- 
swer is easy: It is because they hold 
the interest-bearing securities that draw 
it in; and every time it is loaned qut 
the speed is increased by which it is re* 
turned. The same money has been re- 
loaned so many times that it often does 
not leave the vault after it is loaned; it 
is simply checked up on interest ac- 
count, and is ready to be loaned again 
before the ink on the promissory note 
for the previous loan has bad time, to 
get dry. 


This ja not a very healthy condition 


of affairs, It may indicate prosperity 
among the people who hold the securi 
ties and the money, bat for the people 
who are in debt or doing business on 
borrowed capital it means either per- 
petual bondage or bankruptcy.

Tae meeting of the Board of Equali- 


zation which is to be held at the court 
house to-day will be one of much in- 
terest to the taxpayers of tho county. 
There is a difference of $255,763, over a 
quarter of a million dollars, between 
Lho valuation placed upon the property 
of the Southern Pacific in this county 
by Assessor Evans and the valae given 
it by the railroad company's agent, 
Mr. 13. B. Ryac, and a difference of 
$122,521 between Assessor Evans' valu- 
ation of the Virginia & Trnckee Rail- 
road Company's property and what 
Superintendent Yerington thinks it 
should be assessed at. 


The railroads will probably be rep- 


resented by attorneys who will doubt- 
less attempt to show the injustice of 
assessing the railroads at the Assess- 
or's valuation, and several citizens say 
they will stand by the Assessor. The 
onte<3t is likely to be interesting, but 
the final result will depend upon the 
vote of the Board. A prominent at- 
torney of Reno who claims to know 
and who has been employed by the 
railroad on several occasions, says the 
Board will reduce the value of the 
roads. Possibly he is mistaken in one 
of his men. 


A Young Flrebag. 


Sacramento has u firebug iu the 


shape of a six-year-old boy named Boy 
Gould. He ia accused of setting sev- 
eral fires that have occurred of late and 
is under arrest. A day or two ago he 
set flie to some pipei and other com- 
bustibles in his cell at the p-ison and 
frightened the other prisoners out of 
their wits, as they could nut get to the 
blaze to put it out and the youngster 
would not do it at their request, but 
on the other hand seemed to enjoy the 
situation although in imminent danger 
of being burned to death. The alarm 
was given and the jailer put out the 
fire then gave the boy a sound spank- 
ing. His parents say the child has had 
a passion for matches since he was a 
baby and will procure them if possible 
and immediately attempt to fire a 
house, barn or other building. They 
have asked to take the child home bat 
the authorities are afraid to take any 
chances by allowing him to go and at 
the same time are puzzled as to what 
course to pursue in regard to his pros- 
ecution owing to his tender age.
